“BUSY” ROOMS 

Have you ever seen a “busy” 
room? It is a strange, but apt ex- 
pression for a room with too much 
pattern, For the new young home- 
maker who will do her own decorat- 
ing, the following information may 
be helpful, However, many of you, 
who have successfully completed 
decorating schemes, will find this 
“old stuff”. 

“Busyness” is due in large part to 
an excess amount of pattern crowded 
into a small room, or to several dif- 
ferent patterns used in a small area. 
The question is, how much pattern 
can be used in one room and how 
many different patterns can be suc- 
cessfully combined? 


Let’s look at these questions one 
by one, First, “how much pattern 
in one room?”, There are several 
factors to consider here, If the 
room is large, more pattern can be 
used, If it is a play room or child’s 
room, where a gay lively effect is 
desired, use great quantities of bright 
pay patterns, Rooms where you 
spend little time, such as hallways 
and dining rooms, require more pat- 
tern and can accommodate atriking 
bold designs, But, for a quiet restful 
living room, study order, reduce the 
quantity of pattern. In these rooms 
you might even go “modern”, fur- 
nish them in plain textured colours 
throughout and eliminate all pattern. 

As to the second question, “how 
many different patterns can be used 
in each room”’?, here is a helpful 
guide. In each room use two dis- 
tinctly different patterns. One should 
be large, floral, colourful and domi- 
nant, The second should be smaller 
in scale, have fewer, but some of the 
same colours, be more geometric or 
conventionalized in form and take a 
definite second place in attractive 
value, Then all other surfaces in the 
room should be plain, that is, plain 
in colour but they may be highly 
textured, 

Here is an example of a living 
room decorated with two distinct pat- 
terns, The fireplace wall is papered 
with a dominant floral pattern which 
has a soft greyed green background, 
a mushroom coloured silk swagg en-

Judge the quantity of pattern by the 
atmosphere you wish to create, For 
a quiet, restful effect, use less pat- 
tern and for lively, gay play rooms 
use more pattern.

Time To Plan Better 
Garden Next Year 


hot. With the lawn he will cut lesa 
frequently, certainly no oftener than 
once a week, and he will usually let 
the clippings lie where they fall to 
form a bit of protecting mulch. He 
will also set his mower a little higher 
so that the grass is not cut so short, 

In the flower and vegetable garden, 
even if no weeds have been allowed 
to grow, he will continue a light 
cultivation once a week or every ten 
days, to create what is known as a 
dust mulch which will prevent 
evaporation of moisture from the soil, 

Before going on holidays it is an 
excellent plan to go over flower and 
vegetable gardens lightly with a 
cultivator then, if possible, mulch 
lightly with grass clippings or simi- 
lar material to conserve the moisture, 
If necessary and possible one should 
water thoroughly the night before 
this final pre-holiday cultivation, 


A Good Time To Plan 


From now right through to fall is 
an excellent time to look around and 
make notes for the bigger and bet- 
ter garden we are going to have 
hext year, It's an excellent idea to 
keep a note-book and list certain 
things we are going to have for sure 
next year.
